CUP funding bill that can be seri- 
ously detrimental to the county. 


The Utah delegation is confident 
the bill, appropriating between 
$700 million and $900 million to 
complete the CUP project, will be 
passed by the legislature soon after 
it reconvenes. Orton is sending 
questionnaires to many elected and 
appointed officials in the 3rd dis- 


trict, asking for their opinions and 
concerns about the CUP project 
before going to Washington, D.C. 
for his first term in office. But he 
stresses that he wants to hear from 
anyone who would like to com- 
ment.
